Washington, July 15.—Germany, in 
an official memorandurrty transmitted 
by Ambassador Gerard today, admits 
the American steamer Nebraskan was 
torpedoed by a submarine, agrees to

tile American flag, but is an unfor­ 
tunate accident” 


London, Ju ly 15.—Out of the various 
manifestations of unrest in the Bri­ 
tish labor field since the outbreak of 
the war there developed today what

J strikes in the history of the country. 
More th*) n 150,000 men have laid 
down their tools, 
thereby 
shutting 
down virtually all the mines in the 
Welch coal field, which supply steam­ 
ing coal for the British navy. 
The 
government is using for the first time 
the authority granted by the muni­ 
tions edict, which provides for fines 
daily for laborers going on strike, but 
the men regardless of this decided to 
strike. 
Though subject to a heavy daily 
fine and urged by their leaders to al­ 
low their demands for higher pay to 
be arbitrated, the miners threw aside 
all advice and today refused to take 
up their picks, not only stopping the 
mines, but leaving idle Ihe mine rail­ 
ways and some shops used in coal 
transport. 
It is a puzzling problem how the 
fines authorized under the munitions 
edict are to be enforced.

dogs with such success that the army 
is calling for more than 'hey can sup­ 
ply. 
Two hundred and twenty-five patrol 
dogs have just been sent to a part 
of the front that cannot be disclosed. 
These dogs accompany patrolling and 
reconnoitering parties s.t night and 
carry messages back to 
the 
lines 
when necessary. 
The dog is able to 
perform this duty much quicker and 
in far greater security than a man. 
The service is of great, value, as it 
permits a patrolling party that has 
urgent news to send hack to use the 
dogs to maintain communications with 
the main force while continuing a 
reconnaissance. 
It Lakes only ten days for a dog of 
ordinary intelligence to learn this ser­ 
vice so that it may be relied upon to 
perform it like a trained soldier.
